THESCHEME OF POSTAL TELEGRADIIY.

From the N, Y. Thmes

Mr. Orton's clear, strong, aud logical state-
ment to the Benate Committee on Post
Offices, onght to give a quistus to the mis.
chievous project which that committee has
lately entertained for throwing npon the
Government the businoess of telegraphy.

European powers have always been nc-
eustomed to do many things throngh govern-
mental machinery which our political sys-
tom has left to private enterprise. The cen-

tralization of power in those States, and the
custom of their people to look to official
authorities for commercial schemes which
woe here leave to the community, renders
all analogies of this sort suspicious at the
outset,

When, in addition, the matter inquired
about pivots on a question of distance, the
folly of comparing what can be done in Bel-
gium, Switzerland, or even in Great Dritain,
with what must be dome in the vast aros of
our Union, is manifest. The countries cited
fo tho committes in order lo persnade our
Ciovernment to embark on a kind of business
it has never yet attempted are the most
thickly settled in Iurope. The amount of
tolographio business possible for every mile
of wire sot up is exceéedingly great; but to
compare this with the waste places over
which onr lines are in great part run—thou.-
pands of miles to East, West, North, and
Houth—is proposterous. And tlwu, besides
the difference in population and in quantity
of trade to the square mile, the difference in
sctual area between a little country that
would hardly make a good-sized American
Btate, and which could We covered with a
network of telegraphs at small expense, and
our continent washed by two oceans, and
strotohing from the Lakes to the Gulf, should
bar such hostile comparisons.

The lavish outlays of the existing compa-
piea have been disingenuously cited agninst
them, The truth is that for a vast area like
our country the only hopa of competing in
yublic works with older powers is to stimu-

te entorprise with the hope of reward, and
make capital prompt to endure wunusual
expenses. To snatch away the possibility of
reward when the work is dome is to kill all
enterprise,

Again, in this deceptive and fanciful anal-
ogy, the rates in this country are represented
a8 being higher than in Europe. Mr. Orton's
atntwtics absolutely disprove this assertion.
“The mtaa aro not higher in the United
Btates, according to distance, than in any
Furopean country, and are lower than in
sevoral.” The avernge rate between New
York and thirty-seven principal cities, is one
and one-enth mills per mile; that between
London and thirty-two principal cities in
Groat Britain is two and one-tenth mills per
mile under governmentsl telegraphy. Be-
dween the principal cities in Baden, the rate

sverages four mills per mile; in Belgium, it
is two and five-tenths mills; in Holland, three
and nine-tenths. In Paris, they approuch
meaver our rates, the average being one and
gwo-tenths mills per mile; and the population
of France is almost identical with ours,
namely, forty millions, thongh much more
concentrated. Besides all this, the night
rates in this country are just about one-half
the average rates for like distances charged
o any Europsan country.

The most cogent and important part of Mr.
Orton’s statement, however, is that referring
1o the difference of rates depending on the
quantity of business in the region. It should
soom hardly pecessary to show to any mer-
chant who knews how a very large order for
any article can be filled at a lower rate than a

all order, why this discrepanoy exists, Buat
! Orton’s reply was that the Post Office

ile the Southern division shows a deficit of

,400,000, and the Western a deficit of

1,000,000 more; and he appeals to the Gov-
srnment whether a private corporation eonld
be expeacted to perform telegraphic service at
the same rate there, where even letter ser-
vice shows a deficit, at the same rates as at
the East. The Government, in undertaking
it at a lower rate, would have the same
deficit,

In fine, Mr. Orton declares that, if the same
privilege be conceded to his com pany that is
to be conceded by the new bill to Mr. Hub-
bard's company, namely, freedom from Gov-
ernment taxes, he will at onoce reduce all the
present rates by one-seventh, which repre-
sents the tax. Again, give the present com-

ea the free right of way along railways
in all the States, which Mr. Hubbard's bill
proposes for the mew company, and one-
seventh more will be taken from the rates
And, when this is done, Congress is welcome
toarrlnge for the reduction of rates after
lmymg ten per cent. to the stockholders.

Injust and contrary to the spirit of our
Government as it would be to interfere, the
sinoerity of this proposition will serve to strip
gome of the sophisms from the scheme of
postal l.alaguphy

If thore be nny Demoorat who has ceased

together did in that hour of woe, let him turn
to the Burean of Military Justioe for decisions
of that pliant tool of both, Judge Advocate-
General Holt, and read how a civil court in
a loynl State had no jurisdiction, in time of
war, to try a soldier for murder, l:urglary,
or larceny; that rsons acoused of inter.
ference with voting by soldiers could be
tried by a wilitary court; that trial by jury in
Indians must give way to the war power;
that the authority of the administration to
suppress by force a Democratio newspapor
in New York reated on as solid
foundations as the right to bombard the
enemy’s fort at Richmond; that a military
commission was useful in civil causes, be-
cause of “‘the extended reach” and “‘wide
scope” it conld cover, and could make ‘‘the
most conplete and reliable disclosure of the
inner life” of witnesses, Muaoh of all of this
was swept away by the Bupreme Court in
Milligan's case; but it still lives to show what
ideas of civil liberty Bewnrd and Stanton
each had. Tet those who sanotion such doo-
trines make haste to fall down in adoration
before their co-originator, co-adminiatrator,
and, forall the public knows, their vindicator
ever since the Bupreme Court has stamped
them onut.

In respect to Mr. Sewnrds eminent ser-
vices to his country while Secretary of State,
in what great acts do they consist? That his
writings in the Department of Btate were
great in quantity we admit. Bat in what else?
Certainly not in literary merit. In all the
voluminous despatches which he addressed
to his diplomatic agents abroad, touching
the origin and effect of the great Rebellion,
there is not one which, in precision, elear-
ness, directness, earnestness, and elevated
patrlntinm compares with that from Hacre-
rary Black, dated February 28, 1861, in which
he calls the attention of our foremn minis-
ters to the %ﬂmt social and political convul-
gion then felt to be imminent, and preseribed
their duty. In the early part of Mr. Seward's
Iabers as Becretary of State there were two
objects desirable to be attained by this coun-
try: one was to prevent the recognition of the
seceded Stales as belligerents, and the other
to effect a complete pruhlbllmn of privateer-
ing, with immunity of private property on
the high seas. In both of these Mr. Seward
pitiably failed.

For Mr. Seward's conduet in the matter of
the Trent, we are at a loss to see how Demo-
crats are to render to him distingnished
honor, The seizure of the Rebel commis-
rloners was formally npprovad at the time by
Edward Everett, Lewis Cass, and Caleb Qush-
ing. Moreover, Secretary Wellas congratu-
lated Captain Wilkes (November 30, 1861),
by a publie order, for the great publlc service
which he had renderod in *‘the capture of the
Rebel emissaries.” This order ocould not
have been issued without advice of the then
Attorney-General. But yet Mr. Seward,
when the peremptory demand came from
England to apologize or adopt the act within
geven days, onr Secretary of State backed
down nhon the lawyer's dodge that Wilkes
did not bring in the steamer for adjudication,

In the management of the Alabama claims
his conduct could not command the approba.
tion of even one of his Republican frﬂands in
the Sennte, Indeed, but one Senator of any
political party undertook to vindicate it.
tlcrluunly that affords not much claim to civie

ory.

Do our fellow-citizens of Irish extraction
find apything to spplaud in his treatment
of Fenian prisoners in Great Britain? or do
law-respecting citizens, of any race, intend to
sing plaudits to the kidnapping extradition of
Arguelles?

As forthe brutal injuries Mr. Seward re-
ecived in Washington by an mssassin's hand,
we would hasten to express our denunciation
of the orime and sympathy for the viotim.
But that has been already done in no half-
way manner, and is an affair quite different

WORKINGWOMEN-—THEIR WAGES AND
HOMES.
From the N. Y. Tribune.

I'he contributor who tells onr readers
something of workingwomen and their wages,
has made so carefnl a study of her subject
and taken such wise means to inform herself
upon it, that her statoments, much as they
differ from the staple assmmptions of the
newspapers, must be received with respeotful

consideration. The distress of working-
women is not to be relieved by taking for
granted that they are uniformly underpaid,
and demanding that their wages shall be
raised. If it is true that while the ecapable
and industrious can earn as much as their
labor is worth, and with due care oan live
decently upon their earnings; if it is true that

women are sorely wauted in respectable avo-
cations which a fulse pride bars them from en-
tering; if it is true that the effort to pl’l.)\"llh-
them with cheap and comfortable homes is
partially a failure becaunse after the homes
are built the women will not live in
them, then for the relief of the present dis-
tress we must try means far different from
those we have been trying. Observe, our
contributor does not question that misery
enough exists among the workingwomen,
There are the feoble, the naturally incapable,
the widows burdened with young nluLlren,
the girls upon whom disabled parents depend
for support, and there are finally hundreds of
that unfortunate class, found among both
sexes, who with all the will and the fitness to
work, are invariably pushed to the wall in the
seramble for place. How to relieve these
poor creatures is alwn)a & problem, but it is
one which does not belong to the woman

question alone, for there are thon-
sands of men in distress through the
same or analogous oanses, We know

moreover that there is a world of misery
which lies hidden from the light; there H
starvation in dismal hovels wlm.h the step
the social economist never approaches, aml
the Song of the Shirt is droned from wonry
week to week in garrets which few of us know
anything about. For all this it is true, as
the writer of our article asserts, that thon-
sands of families are ready to give easy work
with good wages to respectable women, and
the respectable women will starve on six-
pence 4 day rather than take it. It is true
that o great deal of the misery of the female
working class is .owing to an nbsurd feeling
that domestio labor is degrading, and that
“social position” is one of the first necessities
of life. So while some departments of indus-
try are overcrowded others are in absolute
want of workers.

Whether anything can be done to disabuse
poor Ameriean women of these erroneous ideas
we are by no means certain, At any rate the
evil is likely to be exaggerated by eloquent
reformers who deery the drodgery of honse-
hoid labor, and believe that woman is naver
so mnch o slave as when she is looking after
the kitchen and the nursery. But while they
are doing mischier in one way, we ¢an per-
haps do some good in another. The problem
of cheap homes for workingwowen is not
golved yet. I'he causes which have disturbed
the few experiments thus far made can be
ascertpined, and the dificulties can doubtless
be remedied. We can make these homes more
bome-like; we can hide the features which
give them the hated aspect of charitable insti-
tutions; we can possibly modify irksome rules
and remove & few unnaecessary restraints. The
rates of wages are pretty ceriain in the lon;,
run to regulate themselves on the tolerabl
just basis of the law of supply and demand,
in spite of anybody's interference, But
bomes for the workers can be valded by
benevolent enterprise, and provided in such
form that no womaa who accepts their benefils
need feel that she accepts an alws,
